N. KOREAN DEFECTORS DISCUSS KIM CHONG-IL

[Text] North Korea has either executed or sent to concentration camps members 
of the "124 army wit,” the notorious commando wit that made the abortive 
attempt to raid the Chongwadae presidential mansion on 21 January 1968. 


Kim Yong-chun, who defected to the South last January, disclosed at a news 
conference yesterday that revolts within the commando unit prompted the 
Pyongyang regime to sentence the insurgents to hard labor in gold and coal 
mines. They were later freed from the mines and allowed to return to their 
homes only to be arrested again and interned in concentration camps, he said. 


He disclosed that the former members of the "124 army wit” at the mines 
stole rifles and ammunition and revolted. The camps are surrounded with 

pits containing poisonous stakes to prevent prisoners from escaping, according 
to Kim. 


Also answering questions at the news conference was Kang Hyong-sun, who 
derected to the South in July 1979. 


The two former North Koreans said that concentration camps for political 
prisoners will probably increase with Kim Il-song's desperate efforts to 
transfer power to his son Chong-il. They said Kim Il-song constructed the 
camps to imprison those opponents who oppose his son's ascension to the 
leadership of North Korea. 


Citing an example of Pyongyang’s cruelty, they said when a certain security 
agent disagreed with Kim's policy, he and his entire family were branded 
as “national enemies” and sent to one of the camps. 


Kim Yong-chun said he mistakenly came across a camp near his hometown 
mountain village of Onsorg-gun in mid-May 1962 when he was looking for tree 
barks to make ropes. He ssid he learned from the villagers that the iron- 
fenced camp contained antiparty and antirevolutionary prisoners. 


He said he received a vivid picture of the lives of those imprisoned in the 
camp, when he was touring the Onsong-gun area in 1978 with a mission.

agenda item; and Edith Ballantyne, general secretary of the Women's Inter- 
national League for Peace and Freedom, the report on "The Korean Problem 

and World Peace," the third agenda item. 


Then many representatives took the floor. 


The reporters and speakers said that the reunification of Korea is an 
important question concerning peace and security in the world and that it 
must be achieved at an early date. 


Recalling that the Democratic People's Republic of Korea was making constant 
efforts for the country's reunification, they stressed that the proposal for 
the founding of the Democratic Confederal Republic of Korea and the 10-point 
policy of the unified state put forward by the great leader Comrade Kim 
Ii-song at the Sixth Congress of the Workers Party of Korea are fair and 
realistic ones most correctly reflecting the reality of Korea. 


They noted that, for the realisation of the independent and peaceful reuni- 
fication of Korea, the question of North-South dialogue must be properly 
solved and the proposal for convening the conference of 100 North, South and 
overseas Korean politicians recently made by the DPRK is one for a most 
correct dialogue under the present situation. 


Stressing that the Chon Tu-hwan clique cannot be a party to a dialogue, they 
exposed the falsity of the “unification proposal" brought forward by it. 


Referring to the reactionary nature of the present “constitution” and other 
evil laws and the fascist system of South Korea and the violation of human 
rights there, they called for ending all fascist laws and terror rule, 
releasing political prisoners and realizing the democratization of society 
in South Korea.

PHILIPPINES ROMULO SUPPORTS ROK UNITY FORMULA

[Text] Manila, 8 Apr (YONHAP)--—Philippine Foreign Minister Carlos P. Romulo 
voiced support for South Korean President Chon Tu-hwan's unification formula 
proposed 22 January, and said it was a "constructive and positive step" 
towards Korean unification. 


In an exclusive interview with the YONHAP News Agency Thursday, Romulo said 
the Philippines envisages an average annual growth rate of 6.5 percent for 
its economy during the 1983-1987 development plan period, and cited rural 
and community development and food processing as promising areas of Korean- 
Philippine cooperation during the period. 


The veteran Phi’ *ppine diplomat called on Japan to heed the aspirations of 
other East Asian coumtries to process their raw materials and increase 
exports, noting that Japan is in a position to help developing countries 
through the release of capital and technological cooperation. 


On cooperation between Korea and the Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN), Romulo said South Korea can play a larger role in the economic and 
industrial development of ASEAN on an "equitable and mutually beneficial 
basis." "Korea and the ASEAN countries could forge closer cooperation in 
trade, in efforts to build modern agro-industrial economies, and in the 
development of human resources and rural communities," he said. 


Romulo also said he foresaw "ASEAN intensifying its habit of intra-ASEAN 
consultations and cooperation in the social, economic and political fields." 


Asked about the prospects for resolving the Kampuchean question, which ASEAN 
has been addressing in recent years, Romulo said it would not be resolved 
until Vietnamese troops were withdrawn from Cambodia, and added that a 
durable solution would have to involve and satisfy the "legitimate interests 
of all the parties concerned, including the Cambodian people, Vietnan, 
(mainland) China, Thailand and “other powers." 


"IT believe a coalition of the three anti-Vietnamese Khmer factions will be 
formed. The coalition, however, is not the solution per se to the conflict," 
Romulo said. "Hanoi's willingness to enter into meaningful negotiations 

and arrive at a durable solution to the problem of Kampuchea may be its 

best guarantee for peace, stability and economic progress."

DAILY STRESSES HUMAN RIGHTS OF SUSPECTS

{[Editorial: “Correction of the Past Practice of Arrest Without Warrant"] 


[Excerpts] Physical freedom is the fundamental basic right guaranteed by 

the constitution. Accordingly, limits to this freedom should be warranted 

by law. However, we have frequently seen suspects and witnesses being taken 
to investigation authorities without arrest warrants. This has caused people 
to demand that investigation authorities conduct investigations based on the 
law. As a result, the police and prosecutor's office have promised to conduct 
investigations with the spirit of respecting human rights. The recent 
prosecutors’ decision to do away with the practice of arrests without a 
warrant and to summon suspects and witnesses in accord with warrants issued 
by the courts stems from the spirit of respecting human rights. 


The new policy reflects further progress in protecting human rights. We 
appreciate the decision to do awa’ with the past practice of ignoring the 

law in investigations. We do not object to the prosecutors’ policy confirming 
the principle of investigation based on the law. 


However, problems arise in implementing this policy. In criminal law de 
facto arrest has the same effect as that of imprisonment. This is proved 
by the fact that the reason for issuing a warrant does not differ from that 
for imprisonment. Therefore, we urge authorities to exercise discretion in 
issuing arrest warrants just as they do in cases of imprisonment. 


An arrest differs from imprisonment because a warrant becomes invalid 24 hours 
after issuance. However, we cannot ignore the fact that coercive limits to 
physical freedom according to the law imposes a psychological burden on the 
person under arrest. After an arrest based on a justifiable warrant, the 
investigation of a suspect should not be coercive. Coercive investigations 
should also be corrected. 


The human rights of suspects should be respected. Until a suspect is found 
guilty in court in accordance with the spirit of the constitution, he 

should be granted the right to insist he is innocent. In short, we hope 

that the prosecutors’ policy of correcting the past practice of arrest without 
a warrant will mark a turning point in limiting coercive investigation and 

in stressing democratic investigation.

PREMIER URGES PUBLIC INVOLVEMENT IN MORAL REFORM

[Text] Prime Minister Yu Chang-sun said yesterday that the government 
will arouse public sympathy for the proposed moral reform drive and kindle 
the campaign so that it will be conducted nationwide on a voluntary basis. 


In an interview with Mrs Chong Hui-kyong, principal of the Ehwa Girls’ 
High School, the premier said that the drive should not be forced upon nor 
should it be spearheaded by the government. The interview was sponsored 
jointly by the KBS and and MBC television stations. 


The drive should begin with each individual in their homes before being 
spread to society as awhole. “It should be conducted from easy things at 
hand. Those in the leadership should take the van," he said. 


He said that 1982 should be the year when the foundation for the drive is 
established. In 1983, it should be conducted actively so that the drive 

will contribute to reforming the morality or the state of mind of the people 
by 1984. “Therefore, it is advised that we discard what we know is wrong and 
vigerously carry out what we know is right," he remarked. 


In short, he explained, moral reform is to improve what we consider wrong. 
"That is to say we should rectify ill-conceived moral valiws which are 
harmful to us, our society and even to the nation,” he said. 


There are too many remnants of wrong moral values ranging from spitting on 
the street and throwing away refuge anywhere to shunning responsibilities 
and breaking law and order, he said. "We should let fresh moral values of 
the new era take root in the nation by reforming wrong ones," he said. 


The reform, he said, should be carried out to prevent the repetition of 
undesirable past history, overcoming resulting pains and irconvenience. 


He said the government has rectified “visible irrationality and injustices," 
rooting up absurdities committed by public servants, social injustices and 
wrongful habits since the inauguration of the Fifth Republic. 

The premier said that if the moral reform drive is not successfully carried 
out, the future of the country will be “gloomy.”

MORE SUSPECTS ARRESTED FOR CAMPUS DEMONSTRATIONS

[Text] Ome more of the nine people sought by police for involvement in 
campus demonstrations and the riot in Kwangju, Cholla-Namdo, in 1980 was 
arrested in Seoul Wednesday, 2 days after the list was announced to seek 
public help for their arrest. 


According to police, Choe Un-yong, 38, jobless, was detained at around 
8:45 am at the house of Son Hun, 39, in Mukchong-dong, Chung-gu. 


Choe has been sought by the police for his alleged leading role in the 
bloody riot in Kwangju in May 1980. Choe was said to have visited Son and 
asked for help but details about his hiding have yet to be announced. 


Meanwhile, Yi Sang-hon, 23, a former sophomore at Kongju Education College, 
has been formally placed under arrest on charges of violating the national 
security law and the law on assembly and demonstrations. 


Yi surrendered to the authorities last weekend at the persuasion of Rev Yi 
Pyong-ton of the Changsong Catholic Church in Kangwon-do. He was wanted 
by police as a member of Kumkang-hoe, a campus circle which allegedly led 
campus demonstrations in 1980. 


In the meantime, Pusan police placed four persons wnder arrest on charges 

of violating the national security law and the law on assembly and demonstra- 
tions Tuesday. The four include Yi Ho-chol, 24, a graduate of Pus«n National 
University, an alleged leader of campus demonstrations. 


The three others are accused of concealing Yi Ho-chol. They are Ho Chin-su, 
26; Sol Kyong-hye, 22, a primary-school teacher in Pusan; and Chong Kwin-y.m, 
22, a junior at Pusan National University.

AID TO SMALL, MEDIUM BUSINESSES—-The Finance Ministry plans to continue to 
increase ite financial] support to small and medium businesses to help them 
solve shortages of fumds caused by the decline of domestic consumption these 
days. As an initial step to put it into practice, the ministry will release 
about 100 billion won in loans for the enterprises shortly, Finance Minister 
Na Ung-pae revealed yesterday. He was explaining the “latest economic 
trends and the direction of finance and banking policies in a meeting of 
the National Assembly Finance Committee.

CHURCH TIES SEPARATE FROM PUSAN ARSON CASE

[Text] The people appeared to see the arrest of a Catholic priest with a 
mixture of shock and surprise, raising doubt as to why he had provided a 
hideout for Kim Hyon-chang, alleged plotter of the arson at the U.S. 
Cultural Center in Pusan. 


Also of much interest to them are other priests who did similar things for 
other fugitives on the wanted list, suspected of being involved in either 
che Kwangju riot or campus turmoil. 


In the arson-related issue, "a storm center” is Father "Benedict" Choe 
Ki-Sik of Wonju diocese. He is director of the Catholic Education Center 
where he allegedly covered Kim for the past 22 months although he knew 
that Kim had been a “kingpin” in the Kwangju incident and pulled the wires 
behind the scenes in the Pusan arson. 


What is believed to have placed Father Choe in a dilemma is that he also 
allowed Mun Pu-sik and Miss Kim Un-suk, masterminds of the arson case, to 
stay for 4 days at his center after they fled from Pusan. 


Dispute over Fr Choe centered around the question as to whether he was 

really in a position to side with a suspect, who had perpetrated never-to- 

be condoned anti-state crimes, with impunity. On this issue, many people 
voiced criticism, saying, “Catholic priests are no exception to the appli- 
cation of the pertinent laws. All citizens are equal under the law." 
Especially, they argue that the priests were liable to due punishment legally 
if they were found to have played into the hands of subversive elements to 
the detriment of the national security interests. 


In his testimony before the National Assembly Home Affairs Committee Friday, 
Home Minister So Chong-hwa made it clear that even clergymen don't have any 
nonliability privilege and therefore they would not go wipunished if they 
were involved in anti-state crimes. At the same time, he said that no one 
was above the law and any churches could not function as sanctuaries to 
harbor anti-national criminals. 
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His report explained the government's intention to criminally deal with 
any persons who commit acts harmful to national security regardless of their 
social positions. 


He reported to the panel session that the number of persons who had made 
contacts with Kim Hyon-chang totalled 21, including priest Choe and four 
other >~ersons already placed winder arrest. Investigation is wnder way for 
17 others. 


According to a police announcement Thursday, Fr Choe gave 500,000 [won] to 
Kim obviously to help him flee from the police manhunt after he became 
aware of the fact that Kim had controlled both Mum and Miss Kim in the Pusan 
fire, to whom he also gave 80,000 won. 


During the question-and-answer session, seven lawmaxers from the majority 
and minority parties took the floor to question the government on how to 
dispose of the case concerning Fr Choe's providing shelter. 


They also asked if the administration had any ideas of eliminating “under- 
ground circles” on campuses to nip subversive elements in the bud and if 
the case was not feared to cause a feud between the government and religious 
circles. 


Minister So replied that it wasn't and should not tum into a confrontation 
between them under any circumstances, revealing that a religion has never 
been chosen as a target of an investigation. 

He described the arson in Pusan as communist-style terrorism. 

Commenting on Fr Choe's case, many citizens contend that his case should 


be separated completely from the Catholic Church, which they claimed has 
nothing to do with his individual action.

FISHERIES COOPERATION SOUGHT WITH SOLOMON ISLANDS

[Text] P. Salaka, minister of land, energy and natural resources of the 
Solomon Islands, flew into Seoul yesterday for a 5-day visit at the invita- 
tion of Kim Chong-su, administrator of the National Fisheries Administration 
(NFA), to discuss the expansion of a bilateral fishery cooperation between 
the two countries. 


The visit is part of the NFA's efforts abroad to advance the nation's deep 
sea fishing industry, NFA officials said. On this occasion, the government 
will seek to renew a bilateral fishery agreement between Korea and the 
South-Western Pacific country, signed May 1980. 


Under the agreement, Korean fishing boats have been able to fish for tuna 
in the Solomon's 200-mile economic fishing zone. Solomon declared a 200- 
nautical mile exclusive economic zone in 1978 in which the state has the 

right to exploit all living and nonliving resources, according to the NFA. 


The Korean Government will pay a $130,000 fishing access fee to the Solomon 
Islands this year in return for fishing of tuma there, the NFA officials 
added. 


The Solomon Islands is a group of volcanic islands with a combined area of 
about 11,500 square miles in the South-Western Pacific. The island country 
became independent from England in 1978 after 85 years of British colonial 
rule. 


The Korean fishing fleet caught a total of 792 tons of tuna fish last year 
in the waters off the Solomon Islands, the NFA officials revealed. 


Minister Salaka this time is expected to ask the Korean dove rnment to set 
up a joint venture firm for processing the tuna fish in the Solomon Islands, 
the officials noted. 


During his stay here, Salaka is also scheduled to make an inspection tour 


to such cities as Pusan and Chungmu. Prior to his Friday departure, he 
will visit Panmunjom Truce village.
